Men? Who led you, ( the Rabble ) by the Noſe into 


the Field, but we 2 Nay, did we not inftrutt you to ex- 
pand your Lips, and with the Bellow of your Voices to 
Cry, inthe Name of the Lard, a Waler, a Walter ; be- 
cauſe he was tle Branch of a Seditious Tree? VVho 
mg you to ' Cry, No Tork, No Tork, No Popiſly Suc- 
eflour, but we? VVe, by the Holineſs of our Schiſma- 
tical Doctrine, fow'd in you that Seed of Rebellion, 
which made you Fatiouſly —_ mHeards at Publick 
Borifires'in the Ciry,*nay, and Subburbs too, Crying up 
the Illigittimate Right of a Diſobedient Murdering Re- 
bellious Traytor, ( as it appears at this Day..) 
Guarding your Bonfires with-your Cornuted Heads ; 
Goading all Honeſty with the Horns of your Spurious 
Loyalty, and does not this Merrit a Corruſcarion ? Nay, 
have-we not InftruFed and Taught your V Vives, that 
Procreation is an F{ſential Part 'of their Creation ; and 
have we not with a great deal of Care put the Doctrine

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home to them ; and fo Imprinted it in their underſtand- 
ings, that they make it cheir daily Practiſe, leaſt they 
ſhould forget it? So that moſt of your Children are 
SanRtified -Babes. I fay, as ris the Kings Right to Go- 
vera, ſo'tis our Buſineſs, to Sow in you allthe Seed of 
Rebellion, that our Party may be ſtrengrhened ; and 
this is really, and truly, as I have ſaid our Buſineſs, our

Secondly, I ſhall farther Diſcover wherein our Holineſs 
Conſiſts. 

It is to have our Prayers, without Form, or Senſe; 
To Blaſpheam that Deity, who: Teaches Rules contrary 
te-our Praftice ; to turn out the Biſho —_— 
ſelves of their Eſtates. To have. no Counts ours, but 
whom we approve of ; to have no Lord' Mayor, but of 
our chuſing, to have no Sheriffs but of the Ignoramys 
Tribe, to have a Charter, a greater favourer of Rebellion 
then the former ; to Disband the Kings Guards, to have 
the Melitia ja our Hands ; to make ps of whar Par- 
lament Men we ſ ; to have no Lards but of our 
Creating, except. thoſe already .of our Party, who were 
to head us,: To-make Riots Ypon all occations without 
being called to-gn Account for it,, or any Diſtreſs 'made 
upon gue Eſtates :: To remove: Honeſty from the Court, 
and the King tyom his Kingdons. 

In ſhort, Intereſt is our Aim, Rebellion is our Doctrine, 
Hipacraey 1s our Cloak, Murders our Intention, Religion 
we have none, and the. Devul is our Maſter. 

I think 1 baye made it very.Confſpicuous to you, who 
the Saints are meant in my"Text, and wherein their Ho- 
lineſs Conſiſts. B 2 I Secondly, 
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Secondly,” I am to ſhew you what the Cauſe is. 

It is as old as Cain the firſt Murderer ; but very much 
improved,” having many accurſed Branches that natural- 
ly flow from it : One is ſwearing Loyalty to your law- 
fat Prince, with a Digeſted Intention to break it the 
firſt opportunity. Another is ſome Poetical Scriblers to 
Amuſe the Rabble with Seditious Pamphlets. A Third 
is to make Diviſion in Families, by which means ſome 
of e'm are fitted for onr Soul Saving Deſigns. Many 
more there are, but I ſhall only Infiſt upon theſe 
Three. 

Bethel, VVhen cholen Sheriff of London, ſwore to be 
Juſt in his Office, and I think he was not Perjur'd - 
Swore to —_ to his King, who dares fay he was 
otherwiſe. He ſtood to the Cauſe in the Reign of Igno- 
ramus,but when Juſtice ſucceeded, he prudentlywithdreth. 

Sir Patience Ward, was Lord Mayor of London , and 
ſo Swore to be ſincerely Loyal to his Soveraign, I do not 
fy he was perjur'd by breach of that Oath, but *tis 
ſhrewdly ſuſpeRed he was Perjur'd ſince , and all' to Sup- 
port the Cauſe, Our Poor Diftreſt Cauſe. 

Perjury, Like all other Sciences, Improves by often 
Practice ; Nay, In theſe our late Bleſſed times, it was be- 
come a'Trade. And had not'our Zealous City, by their 
too Othcious Care 'of our Recling Cauſe, forteired their 
Charter, I 'believe wou'd have: become an- Incorporated 
Company, the-Number of whoſe Members might have 
Challeng'd the Honeſty of all the Society within the 
Walls to equal their Proficients. I fay, it is 
the Fundamental Point, on. which Hinges all our In- 
tentions ; for Honeſty among us, is like a Thorn in the 
Foot, which muſt be drawn out and caſt away, leaſt it 
ſhould make our Cauſe to Haul or go Lamely. 

Ferjury, 
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Perjary is as abſolutely neceſſary to the ſupport of this 
our Cauſe, yea it appertains as properly, Nay it goes a- 
long hand in hand with it, and no more to be divided 
from it, then Honeſty from Loyalty, Juftice from E- 

uity, or Kingly Government from Monarchy. This is 
the firſt Branch of the Cauſe, our once happy Cauſe, tho? 
now « little out of Countenance. _ + * 

Secondly, As for Seditious Scribes,Pcetical Block-heads 
that have Hearded amongſt us, under the Banner of our 
Pur-blind Cauſe, how cen I enough Rejoyce and Lament, 
for their diſtreſfd Condition. Ogg, fiands ſtifly, ro our 
Party, Nay he Spits Defrance, not only in the Face of 
his Lawful Soveraign, his Makers Vicegerent ; but in 
the Face of the King of Kings ; Tis no wonder he 
ſhould be againſt Monarchical Government here, when , 
( by his daily Blaſphemies ) he denies rhere 'is any ſuch 
Power hereafter;& ashe Toyles with his Furniſhed Body & 
unfurniſhed Head for a Commor-wealth here,ſo he deſerves it 
hereafter,a Kingdom is not his Aim. This isa True Mem- A 
ber of our Caxſe, tho I know, as Perſecution now is fol- 
lowing us, . he has not Courage enough to perſevere ' un- 
to the Eng, Dveg, unhappy Doeg.! How ſhall I find Tears 
enough to Lament thy Ruin'd Fate, 'thy' Pyball'd Con- 
dition; cou'dſt thou not ſtand without the help of thy 
Patron, that Aldersgate-(treet Rebel, and thy Friend. 
Why doſt thou make a Hault now ? it there te Truth'in 
our Cauſe, that Cauſe for ' whoſe ſake [thou : ſhow'dſ 
thy ſelf a Traytor and a Villain, 'why'doſt thou Swerve 
from it? has the Green Ribbain Club deſerted thee?- Has 
the Forbidding Burning the Pope Impov'riſht rhee ? coud 

| *not the Charatter of a Popiſh Succeſſour ſupport thee ? 
Would not thy Lartle,. Shallow, Nonſentical Splena- 
tick Railing, againg thy Rightful Prince, and the un- 
dovined 
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doubted Heir $0 the Crown Maintain thee ; Didſt thou 
think our Cayfe lying in a Languiſhing Condition wowd 
ſtarve thee ? Alas poor Doeg ? 'Thou art neither Loſt, nor 
Found. The Couſe thou haſt deſerted will never more 
own thee, and the Loyal Party will ſcarcely ever reſpect 
thee. Therefore thou art. in a worſe Condition then the 
Salamanca Dr. who as thou fayeſt has two Perches from 
his Lodging to Amſterdam. Coffee Houſe, and from thence 
home again, 'But thou art Thruſt, out amang the Wild 
Heard ; for.if there be Men of ſence of our Party , 
they'l not ſuffer thee, and the  Royalliſts will ay once a 
Villsia and never more to be.truſted& fo Adue poor defſ- 
picable Doeg.

nother Son Brother, by the Mather, 4s a true Lump of 
the'old Leaven, heis ſo Educated and blinded with our 
Principles of Noxcoyformity to all Lawful Authority , 
that he ſhall rather ſee his Brother Starve then Releive 
him, Nay he is Inſtruted by us, that it 4s a Meritorj- 
ous Att to Cut him off privately, which is the Rings 
| ple 
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ple of us the Presbrrerian Feſuites , Nay we preſs it upon 
them that he is predeſtinated to fall by the hand 
of his Brother ; Yea, . this is my Dottrine, and I have 
known many juſt ready to ſtarve,”and have Had no Re» 
lief from any of thcir Rebellious Seaſon'd Relations, and 
this you ought to perſevere in, if you will be true Ser- 
vants to the Cauſe. 

But I have often been conſulting within my felt, how 
they ſhould come to be ſo Loyal, being the Off-ſpring of 
a SahCtifide Tribe- . At laſt'T found 'twas this, The Loy- 
al Party ( out of pure Revenge ) had been Mowing in 
our Meddows, Grafting on our wild Stocks, from whence 
proceeded this . good Fruit, and yet by our Practical
